For several months a commit- 


tee headed by Fire Chief Joseph 
L Murphy of this city and com-

Augustus Bunce, C. G. A. Fisher, 
j "Ellis Briggs, Edward Maines 
and Roscoe V. Elsworth, have 
been at work on this mutual aid 
plan. 


In submitting the report to the 


meeting Chief Murphy explained 
that Ihe committee was deeply 
indebted to Superintendent James 
F. Loughran ~o£ the county high- 
way department, who was prepar- 
ing" a map of the county showing 
the locaton of every fire company. 


The committee will meet later 


with all of the fire chiefs of Ulster 
county to discuss the plan and 
make any changes or corrections 
in the plan that might be deemed 
wise. 


Kingston Is Headquarters 


fire department will be central 
headquarters 
and when a fire 


breaks out in a community, where 
the local company is unable to 
fight it successfully all that is 
necessary is to call central head- 
quarters and another fire depart- 
ment will be assigned to assist 
the one in need. 


While a fire department 
has 


gone to the aid of another the 
territory left without fire fighting 
apparatus will be covered by still 
another fire department. 


Practically the only cost 
In- 


volved in the mutual aid system 
will be the cost of telephone calls, 
and it was decided to have the 
committee wait on the Board of 
Supervisors and ask the board to 
make an appropriation 
to cover 


the cost of telephone calls. 


A copy of the schedule will be 


furnished to each fire department 
and kept on file in each engine 
house. It was suggested that each 
copy be framed and hung in the 
engine house where it can be seen 
readily and studied by each mem- 
ber of the fire company so each 
will know just what 
action to 


take when a fire breaks out. 


Membership Increases 


Since the July meeting of the 


association another fire 
depart- 


ment has joined the association. 
The new member is the Plattekill 
fire department. 
The total mem- 


bership of the association is now 
490 members.

Albert N. Cook, local fire insur- 
ance broker, who gave an inter- 
esting talk on the formation of 
the first fire insurance company 
in England and also in this coun- 
try, and also spoke interestingly 
in the development of fire depart- 
ments.

TRAFFIC FACTS 


The figures presented at the opening ses- 


sions of the National Institute for 
Traffic 


Safety Training at Ann Arbor, Mich., are dis- 
tinctly encouraging. Take the statement of 
O. D. Fennell, president of the safety coun- 
cil: "We are saving many lives. In the first 
half of 1938 there have been 3,670 fewer 
deaths in traffic accidents than in the same 
period of 1937, a reduction of 22 per cent." 


Paul G. Hoffman, president of the Auto- 


molive Safety Foundation of the Sludebaker 
Corporation, pointed out that the good rec- 
ord to dale in 1938 cannot be credited to less 
driving, for gasoline consumption is well 
ahead of that for 1937. 
"The 
important 


thing." he said, "is the rate per 100,000 000 
vehicle-miles. If the rate in 1936 had been 
12, as it had for the first half of this year 
it would have meant the saving of 12000 
lives, the elimination of 300,000 injuries the 
saving of $400,000 in hard cash." 


Dr. McClintock, director of the Yale Bu- 


reau for Street Traffic Research, gave society 
a mild excuse for having been temporarily at 
the mercy of the motor car. 
"Our horizons 


have been changed from six to ten miles an 
hour and thirty miles a day to fifty or sixty 
miles an hour and 500 to 600 miles a day" 
he said.

THE "UNCONSCIOUS" ARSONIST 


The crime of arson is universally con 


demned. The deliberate sotting of fire can 
have no justification in any case, and the per- 
son committing it is properly given severe 
punishment when apprehended. It would be 
a fine thing for the country if some of that 
condemnation were extended to the man who 
causes fire because of his own ignorance 
carelessness or stupidity. For the grim har- 
vest reaped by the "unconscious arsonist" Is 
mfmilely greater and more serious than that 
of the lirc-bug. He doesn't do it on purpose 
of courso-but that's a frail excuse indeed 
when lives and property are destroyed 


Certainly the man who carelessly discards 


smoking materials in dry woods' that are 
ready to explode into flame at the touch of a 
spark, is deserving of little public sympathy. 
Neither ,s the man who wantonly permits 
hazards to exist on his property and endan- 
gers the property of everyone else in the 
community. 


In some European countries, notablv 


France, the law provides that if a fire starts 
on anyone's property through the fault or 
negligence of the owner, he is financially re- 
sponsible for the damage done to other prop- 
erty. There's small chance of passing such a 
law here—but the principle it represents is 
worth thinking about. Most of the hazards 
that cause fire can be easily eliminated. And 
the argument that many of us don't recognize 
hazards when we see them, isn't valid 
Ig- 


norance of fire dangers, like ignorance of the 
law, should not constitute an excuse.
